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Council Defers Approval on Proposed 
Covenants on Tidier, Smith-Ewing Tracts

The Greenbelt City Coun¬ 
cil failed to approve the re¬ 
vised declaration of coven¬ 
ants presented by an attor¬ 
ney representing the devel¬ 
opers of the Tidier and 
Smith-Ewing properties on 
Jan. 28. Mayor Gil Weiden- 
feld said council needed a 
chance to examine the new 
covenants, which contained 
some “new considerations.” 

Council scheduled a work ses- 
sion to review the covenants, 
which are part of a rezoning ap¬ 
plication, They will probably take 
action on the covenants at next 
Monday's Council meeting. 

The rezoning of the Tidier and 
Smith-Ewing properties, located 
southeast of the intersection of 
Greenbelt Road and Hanover 


Parkway, has been a concern for 
council and the homeowner's as¬ 
sociations of Greenbriar, Hunting 
Ridge and Windsor Green for 
about six months. 

On December 5 the council's 
Advisory Planning Board (APB) 
recommended approval of the lat¬ 
est rezoning request if certain 
conditions could be met by the 
developers. The covenants are an 
attempt by the city and the de¬ 
velopers to meet those conditions. 

The covenants are being grant¬ 
ed by the developers in exchange 
for city approval of the new 
zoning changes, which are more 
favorable for the developers. 
Through this exchange the city 
gains some added control over 
how the land is developed, while 
the developers get city approval 
for the proposed zoning changes. 
City approval could increase op¬ 
portunities for assistance with 


financing and road construction, 
which can lead to more rapid 
development. 

Although the new covenants, 
prepared by Attorney George 
Brugger, contained most of what 
council had asked for, they also 
contained some new covenants, 
including a requirement that the 
city construct an extension of 
Ora Glen Drive through a parcel 
known as the Witt tract to an 
intersection with Hanover Park¬ 
way near Greenway Center Drive. 
Brugger estimated the road ex-

Reception Honors Retiring Parks 
Superintendent Dennis Doornekamp

Dennis Doornekamp, the 
city's Parks Superintendent 
for thirteen years, began his 
retirement on January 31 in 
a well-attended ceremony 
and reception at the Munici¬ 
pal Building. Many city em¬ 
ployees and personal friends 
were present. Speakers, in¬ 
cluding Mayor Gil Weiden- 
feld, city manager James 
Giese, and council member 
Tom White, all cited Door- 
nekamp's dedication and ex¬ 
pertise in beautifying the 
city’s parklands and road¬ 
ways. 

Giese complimented Doorne¬ 
kamp on the series of awards 
earned for the city in the past 
years for horticultural design. He 
expressed the hope that succes¬ 
sors to the position would be able 
“to even partially fill his shoes,” 

Mayor Weidenfeld, on behalf of 
council, presented Doornekamp 
with a* check in recognition of 
his years of service, which 
Doornekamp said might go to¬ 
ward a car stereo, (He was plan¬ 
ning to leave that evening on a 
trip to Florida.) On behalf of the 
Recreation Department, assist¬ 
ant director Harry James pre¬ 
sented Doornekamp with an en¬ 
graved plate and the depart¬ 
ment's good wishes. 

At the close of the ceremony, 
Giese presented the first “City 
Manager Award” for outstanding 
employees in Greenbelt, awarded 
to Doornekamp for his work in 
designing and carrying out of the 
entrance for the Buddy Attick 
Lake Park. Giese also cited three 
other employees who helped w th 
the entrance — Michael S. Rail, 
Thomas Keifline and Alfred L, 


Markell. 

Doornekamp, a native of the 
Netherlands, immigrated to the 
United States in 1956 after sell¬ 
ing his landscape business. He 
then worked as horticulturist for 
thirteen and a half years at a 
large New Jersey private estate, 
owned by the Lambert brothers, 
and later for two and a half years 
for the National Historic Preser¬ 
vation Society's estate, Lind- 
hurst on the Hudson, in Terry- 
town, N.Y. 

When his daughter moved to 
the Frederick area, Doornekamp 
decided to move to Maryland also 
to keep his family closer together. 
While job seeking here, his 
friend, who was president of the 
National Horticulture Society, 
suggested he apply at Greenbelt 
The next day Doornekamp had 
the job. 

Responsibilities of the parks 
superintendent position in Green¬ 
belt include improvements to 
existing parks and playgrounds, 
design of new areas, and general 
maintenance of flowers and 
shrubbery in and about Greenbelt. 
At present the parks superin¬ 
tendent oversees a permanent 
staff of nine, hiring summer help 
as needed. 

Doornekamp often derives 
many of his ideas for improve¬ 
ments from periodicals or, in the 
case of the recent Buddy Attick 
Park entrance, from a trip to a 
Worcester, Mass, college, where 
he saw a similar design. 

National Recognition 

It has been during Doorne¬ 
kamp’s tenure in Greenbelt that 
the greatest development within 
the city has occurred—particular¬ 
ly east of the Baltimore-Wash¬ 
ington Parkway. Thus his posi¬ 
tion grew rapidly in importance, 
Doornekamp's primary duty as 


Parks Superintendent has been 
to beautify the roadways and en¬ 
trances in Greenbelt, a job for 
which he has been awarded sev¬ 
eral prizes, including “Best Main¬ 
tained Meridian or Roadway in 
the U.S.,” for the Southway Rd, 
entrance, by the Professional 
Grounds Maintenance Association 
in 1973. He was also “Member of 
the Month” in September 1978 in 
that association's magazine. 

Doornekamp has always been 
active in horticultural circles, 
serving as Vice-chairman to the 
National Association of Garden¬ 
ers in 1964, and President in 1965. 
He has also been an official judge 
in both the New Jersey and In¬ 
ternational Flower Shows. 

Doornekamp resides in Berwyn 
Heights and enjoys his quarter 
acre lawn (land not being so 
plentiful in the Netherlands) but 
he has little time to cultivate 
thoroughly at home. House plants 
are his main private undertak¬ 
ing. 

Doornekamp says he “loves to 
travel” and plans many excur¬ 
sions during his retirement. He 
will visit Florida for a month and 
plans a trip to Portugal in May. 
He also will spend time in Can¬ 
ada and the Netherlands, where 
his father still lives. 

Horticulture “can be pleasant 
work.” says Doornekamp. He 
doesn't feel he will ever live in 
the Netherlands again—he pre¬ 
fers the space and freedom of 
America. At sixty-six he feels he 
now has time to travel and relax, 

Doornekamp says he “always 
enjoyed his work” and not neces¬ 
sarily for the money—he has 
often moved to more desirable 
but lower paying jobs. “I like to 
do the best job I can, and if I 
had it to do over it would be just 
the same,”

point circuit” that would provide 
fixed and scheduled stops. The 
city will still maintain the dial- 
a-ride option for the less am* 
bultory. To establish a route that 
specifically meets the needs of 
the community, he is using the 
senior citizens survey and a sur¬ 
vey form filled out by riders. 

The Greenbelt Connection offers 
an alternative to cab fares. A 
oneway cab ride to Beltway 
Plaza from Ridge Road costs be¬ 
tween $3 and $4 while senior 
citizens and students 18 years and 
under ride for 50 cents and peo¬ 
ple between 19 and 61 years of 
age pay $1 on the Greenbelt 
Connection. 

“The dial-a-ride service is a 
public service not out to make a 
profit, but to break even,” Par¬ 
ker said. 

Although it is too soon to tell, 
the charter service offered by the 
bus system should help pay for 
the dial-a-ride, Parker said while, 
discussing the financial status of 
the bus. 

At present the city owns a 
modified school bus painted green 
and white, which is used for 
charters, and a smaller green and 
white Mercedes diesel similar to 
some of the University of Mary¬ 
land shuttles. 

Future plans include the pos¬ 
sible acquisition of a more cost 
effective van with a wheelchair 
lift, Parker said.

Social Security Income 
Exempted from Md.Tax 

Maryland Governor Hartf/T 
Hughes has signed emergency 
legislation exempting from Mary-" 
land income tax any Social Se¬ 
curity income which taxpayers 
are required to report on their 
1984 federal returns. State Comp¬ 
troller Louis L. Goldstein has an¬ 
nounced the procedures to be fol¬ 
lowed by taxpayers in subtract¬ 
ing the Social Security income 
(as well as certain Railroad Re¬ 
tirement income) on their Mary¬ 
land returns. 

Both Maryland's emergency 
legislation and the subtraction 
procedure became necessary be¬ 
cause of the automatic link be¬ 
tween Maryland and federal tax 
laws. The portion of Social Se¬ 
curity benefits which became tax¬ 
able under the new federal law 
must be included in the taxpay¬ 
er's federal adjusted gross in¬ 
come. Because the federal adjust¬ 
ed gross income is the starting 
point on the Maryland return, 
those benefits would have been 
taxable income on the state re¬ 
turn if the legislation had not 
specifically exempted them. 

Procedures 

If you are among the one out 
of ten Maryland Social Security 
recipients now required for the 
first time to pay federal tax on 
that income, here are the pro¬ 
cedures to follow: 

1) Complete your federal re¬ 
turn first. You must file federal 
Form 1040 if you are affected by 
the new federal tax requirement. 
There is a worksheet in the 1040 
instructions for calculating the 
amount of Social Security income 
that is taxable. You enter the 
result from that calculation on 
line 21b of federal Form 1040. 

2) Now complete your Mary¬ 
land return, using Long Form 
502, Enter on line 61 on the 
back of Form 502 the amount you 
have reported on line 21b of fed¬ 
eral Form 1040. Label line 61 
“Social Security income.” 

3) If you are required to re¬ 
port railroad retirement benefits 
as income for federal tax pur¬ 
poses, you should enter this 
amount on line 61 of Maryland 
Form 502. In this case, label line 
61 as “Railroad Retirement,” 

4) If you have already filed 
your 1984 Maryland return with¬ 
out making the above subtrac¬ 
tions, you should file an amended 
state return. Call or write one of 
the Maryland income tax offices 
listed on the back of the tax 
packet and ask for “Amended 
Form 502X.” When you complete 
Form 502X be sure to write in 
the correct tax year, in this case 
1984. Also use the exact name 
and Social Security number that 
were on your original return. If 
you cannot get a Form 502X, then 
use a regular Form 502 but label 
it “Amended” at the top.

tension would cost more than 
$250,000, 

Council acknowledged that city 
construction of the road had been 
discussed, but was surprised to 
find this requirement in the cov¬ 
enants. 

Councilmember Richard Pilski 
said he was “bothered" that the 
developers “threw this kicker in 
there.” 

Brugger said, “We feel that 
it's not inappropriate to request 
(the city) to do this." Later he 
said, however, “We’re willing to 
take it out if that’s what’s nec¬ 
essary." 

“Clearly we got some new 
considerations in the redrafting 
of the covenants" and they must 
be examined during a work ses¬ 
sion, Weidenfeld said. The de¬ 
velopers and council are “getting 
closer” to agreement, according 
to Weidenfeld, who recalled dis¬ 
cussing the possibility of the 
city’s constructing the Ora Glen 
extension . 

Zoning Changes 
The Smith-Ewing property is 
now zoned for Residential-High 
Rise (R-10), which would allow 
the construction of 1,039 high- 
rise apartment units. Under the 
new proposal most of the prop¬ 
erty would be rezoned Commer¬ 
cial-Office (C-O), which would 
allow the developer to build two 
low-rise office buildings — a 5- 
story at the corner of Greenbelt 
Road and Hanover Parkway and 
a 3-story to the south on Han¬ 
over Parkway. On the property 
south of the not-yet-built Ora 
Glen Drive the developer plans 
approximately 175,000 square feet 
of townhouse-style office space. 
Another portion of the Smith- 
Ewing property would be rezoned 
Commercial - Shopping Center 
(CSC), On this land the devel¬ 
oper plans to build a hotel with 
about 140 units for Brocks Resi¬ 
dence Inn, 

The Tidier property is now 
zoned Rural-Residential (R-R). 
If rezoned to Residential-Town 
House (R-T), Residential-De¬ 
tached (R-55) and Commercial- 
Office (C-O), the developer plans 
to build 232 townhouses, 1Q9 de¬ 
tached single-family homes, and 
175,000 square feet of townhouse- 
style office space, Brugger sug¬ 
gested that the office space was 
necessary to make the develop¬ 
ment plans more profitable. 

Another council concern cen¬ 
tered around the duration of the 
covenants. The revised covenants 
set the expiration date at 2015 
when, according to Brugger, most 
development would be finished. 
But Weidenfeld said council 
“wanted the covenants to be for¬ 
ever," with allowances for pe¬ 
titions for changes, 

Brugger said a permanent cov¬ 
enant might make the agreement 
“null and void" because of rules 
against perpetuity which limit the 
duration of legal agreements. 
Many legal agreements expire 
after 99 years. Weidenfeld said 
that 99 years “would be accept¬ 
able.” 

“I really rather see something 
like 30 or 40 years,” said Brug¬ 
ger. 

Enforcement of Covenants 

Council also voiced some con¬ 
cern over enforcement of the 
covenants because site plan re¬ 
views are not automatically re¬ 
quired in most of the zones re¬ 
quested in the rezoning applica¬ 
tion. 

“If the city wants this to be 
enforced,” Brugger said, “the 
city must do it” because that is 
the “cleanest” way to do it. 
Brugger wanted only the city and 
not adjacent property owners to 
have enforcement capabilities, 
Brugger and the council seemed 


to agree on the other covenants, 
including controls on buffer 
zones, preservation of trees, ex¬ 
terior signage and 2-year limits 
on adequate public facilities tests, 
which are to be required at time 
of subdivision for both the Tid¬ 
ier and Smith-Ewing properties. 

According to the Advisory 
Planning Board’s report No. 349, 
“the board did not want to sup¬ 
port development that would add 
to the traffic problems on Green¬ 
belt Road between the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway and Han¬ 
over Parkway, but the board was 
interested in development that 
would provide a better mix of 
residential uses.” 

Bob Zugby, representing the 
three communities of Greenbriar, 
Hunting -Ridge and Windsor 
Green, said that the major con¬ 
cerns of these neighboring com¬ 
munities have been met. How-
